RUSSIAN'SUCCESS 


And Repulse of Germans, Reported 


from Petrograd. 
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Petrograd, Aus. 4.—Via London. 


—An official statement given 
on! 


today by the Russian general staff 
says: 


"During the last three days the 


enemy has made enormous efforts 
to dislodge us from the sector of the 
Narew river from 
Ostrolenka 
to 


Lomza. 
"In the district of Jedwadno, tho 


enemy is conducting trench warfare, 
but in the exploding of mines we 
have continually held 
the 
upper 


hand. 
"On the Pisza and Skwa rivers tho 


whole enemy attacked us, having 
first launched against us reinforce- 
ments brought from France 
Never- 


theless, we 
soon saw 
a complete 


German defeat in this sector, for it 
took the enemy a week to drive back 
from the village of Serwatka (on the 
right bank of the Pisza) our roar 
guard regiment, while the battle for 
the passages of the Narew, near No- 
vogorod has not even begun. 


"Near the mouth of the Skwa the 


enemy, thanks to the forests suc- 
ceeded in passing to our side of tho 
river, but we successfully prevented 
him from 
bringing 
his 
artillery 


across the Narew, and at the point of 
the bayonet, we 
annihilated 
some 


forces which were deprived of 
tho 


protection of their artillery. 


"These 
failures 
compelled 
the 


enemy to withdraw from Ihis sector 
the reinforcements which had come 
from France, and send them to roin- 
force the Rosen army which^was giv- 
ing way more rapidly. 


"This 
army 
was 
considerably 


strengthened by other reinforcement? 
which came to it from the left bank 
of the Vistula. 
Nevertheless, all ef- 


forts Of the enemy to make progress 
to the East and West were broken 
by the river Oje. 


"The enemy then changed the di- 


rection of his attack and now on tho 
front between the Narew and the Oie 
is making great efforts to advance 
in a northeasterly direction behind 
Ostrolenka. 


"During three days of fighting thf 


enemy 
repeatedly 
hurled

infantry against 
our 


trenchos, but whilo suffering severe 
losses, he advanced only 
two 
or 


thrcp versts (1.8 miles.) 


"On August 2, our troops during a 


particularly desperate

tack, which wo repulsed,

enemy's cavalry make an onslaught 
on his own infantry who had been 
thrown back with the intention o' 
forcing them <to attack us again. The 
German losses here were very great.

Washington, Aug. 4.—Interest in 


tomorrow's conference on the Mexi- 
can problem between Secretary Lan- 
sing and diplomatic representatives 
of six Latin-American countries was 
heightened today as further details 
of the original play for joint co-op- 
eration in pacifying the Southern re- 
public came to light. 


One of the latest developments is 


;he fact that the decision to ask aid 
of the Central and South Amrican 
epublics in settling the Mexican clif 
ficulty was reached by President Wil- 
son in June, when bis warning to 
lie warring factions to settle their 
differences and restore peace went 
mheeded. 
The diplomatists 
\\ere 


u\ited June HO to participate in a 
•onfeience while the appeal to the 
Mexican factions was made June 20. 


Announcement was withheld, how- 


ver, pending the sanctioning 
the 


plan by the Latin-American nations. 


It was considered likely today that 


the first step in the president's plan 
which will be submitted to the con- 
'erees by Secretary Lansing will be 
a last appeal to the factions to end 
be strife and arrange for a settled 
jovernment. 


If any factions fail to heed 
the 


warning, the plan is said to include 
xtension of moral and financial sup- 
port to other factions. The plan is 
also said to include a restoration of 
a ban, on war munitions to the re- 
volting factions, and a demand that

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Erie, Pa., Aug. 4.—Coroner I>. S. Hanley shortly before noon today es« 


timated that fifty persons perished in last night's flood. Mayor Stein at{ 
10 o'clock said the number probably would not exceed 25, but after tt 
survey of the debris and checking over a list of missing, Coroner Hanley; 
raised the estimate to fifty. 


Although Coroner Hanley's figures were based largely upon lists ofl 


missing, many of whom were later located, he did not lower Ws estimate* 
as these names came in and other city officials were Inclined to accep<j 
liis estimate as. the most accurate yet made. 
, 


Rescue forces of police, firemen and life savers were augmented dur« 


ing the day by civilian volunteers and preparations were made to work} 
by artificial light during the night. 
; 


The immense piles of wreckage forms barriers from SO to 75 feet hlghl 


in the mile course of the flood through the city's business section, and! 
the task before the workers is a tremendous one. Some buildings .were 
totally demolished, while others were tossed virtually intact upon the; 
hills between which the torrent rushed. 


Eighteen bodies had been recovered up to noon, of which ten bad beea( 


identified.

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Brie, Pa., Aug. 4.—Daylight 
here 


broke over a flood-stricken city with 
its business streets running rivers of 
water. 
Probably twenty-five lives 


were lost, property damage estimated 
at three millions of dollars, scores of 
homes and dozens of factories swept 
away, and the distress of. homeless 
hundreds were the 
effect of an un- 


precedented storm which struck Brie 
and the immediate vicinity last night. 


Wjth the coming1 of daybreak, Erie 


turned to the task of recovering tlwr 
bodies of victims 
of 
last 
night's 


cloudburst and flood, and at 9 o'clock 
fourteen had 
been 
placed in 
the 


temporary morgue. The flood, caused 
by the overflow of Mill Creek, follow- 
ing the bursting 
of the Glenwood 


daro, swept through a section of the 
city a block in width and a mile long, 
killing at least 25 persons and causing 
iroperty loss estimated at $3,000,000.

Mayor Stein has made a request for

approximately one-half of the devas- 
tated district. The men worked under 
the direction of Mayor W. J. Stein 
and the four members of the

council. 


The district swept by the flood ex- 


Lenda from Twenty-sixth street and 
French, street in the uptown business 
section lo Tenth and State streets, a 
distance of about a mile. The release 
of the water held back by the dam 
sent a huge wave five feet high to- 
ward the city and by the time it 
reached the first buildings on Twenty- 
sixth, street it was crested with a 
mass of debris that acted like a huge 
battering ram on everything in its 
path. 


After almost 
an all-day rain, a 


>,eavy thundershower culminated in 
a cloudburst. For an hour residents 
ilong the course of Mill creek, through 
the east-center of the city, watched 
he slow rise of the stream, due to a 
rainfall of nearly three inches in six

wall of water swept down through the 
city, carrying with it the homes of 
those wfjo had waited until the last 
minute to leave, and in several cases, 
the families refused to seek safety.

He 
says it has been hoped that Rumania 
would fulfill ite treaty obligations or 
preserre at least an uprlgKj and well 
wishing neutrality but that the con- 
trary came to pass. Rumania's neu- 
trality became malevolent, he asserts, 
with a tendency to enter the conflict 
on the side of Germany's enemies. 


The importance of Rumania's aid to 


Germany and Turtey has been great iy 
lessened, however, Count Reventlow 
insists. Before Russia's Galiclan de- 
feat Rumania would have been a mili- 
tary factor in co-operation with the 
Mucovites, he says, but that time is 
pnst, and her military and political 
value aa an opponent of Germany Is 
vanishing. The period when Rumania 
could be considered a leading factor 
in the development 
of the 
Balkan 


states has gone by. the article de- 
clares.

"The contention which I understand

own territory, his opponent has no 
right to interfere and must restrict 
his measures of blockade in such a 
majiner as to leave such avenues of 
commerce still open to his adversary. 
This is a contention which his maj- 
esty's government feels unable to ac- 
cept and which seems to them unsus- 
tainable either in point of law or up- 
on principles of international equity. 


"They are unable to admit tbat a 


belligerent violates any fundamental 
principle of International law by ap- 
plying • blockade In such a way as to 
cut off the enemy's commerce 
with 


foreign countries 
through 
neutral 


ports if the 
circumstances 
render 


such an application of the principles 
of blockade the only means of making 
it. effective. 
Th<? government of 
the 


United States. Indeed, 
intimates Its 


readiness to take Into account 
'the 


great changes which have occurred in 
the conditions and 
means of naval 


warfare since the rules hitherto gov- 
erning legal blockades were formulat- 
ed,' and recognizlzea that 'the form of 
close blockade, with 
1U cordon 
of 


ships in the immediate offllng of the 
Llockadeed ports, i» no lougev practi- 
cable In the face of an enemy possess- 
ing th« means and 
opportunity 
to 


make aa effective defense by the uee 
of submarines, mines and air craft' 


"The only question, then, which 


can arise in regard to the measures 
resorted to for the purpose of car- 
rying out a blockade upon these ex- 
tended lines Is whether, to use your 
excellency's words, they 'conform to 
the spirit and principles of the es- 
sence of the rules of war,' and we 
shall be content to apply this test to 
the action which we have taken in so 
far as it has necessitated interference 
with neutral commerce." 


Sir Edward Grey then refers to the 


American civil war blockade of 3000 
miles of coast with a small number 
of vessels and recalls how the United 
States finally took recourse to block- 
ading "neighboring neutral territory 
which afforded 
convenient 
centers 


from which contrband could be in- 
troduced Into Confederate territory 
and from which 
blockade running 


could be facilitated." 


"Your excellency will no doubt re 


member." wrote Sir Edward, "how 
in order to meet this new difficulty 
the old principles relating to contra- 
band and blockade were developed 
and doctrine of continuous voyage 
was applied 
and 
enforced, under 


which goods destined for the enemy 
territory were intercepted before the> 
reached the neutral ports from whlcl 
they were to be re-exported. 


"The difficulties 
which 
imposes 


upon the United States the necessitj 
of reshaping some of the old rule 
are. somewhat akin 
to those 
with 


which the allies are now faced in 
dealing with the trade of their ene 
my. Adjacent 
to 
Germany 
are 


various neutral countries which at 
lord het convenient opportunities foi 
carrying on her trade with 
foreign 


countries. 
Het own territories an 


covered by a network ot 
rallwayi 


and waterway* which 
enable 
he 


commerce to pass as convenient): 
through ports in such neutral conn 
triep as through her own. A block 
ade limited to enemy ports woul 
leave open routes by 
which 
ever 


kind of German commerce could pas 
almost as easily as through the port 
In her own territory. 


"Rotterdam Is indeed the neares 


outlet for some of the industrial dis- 
:ricts of Germany. 11 seems, accord- 
ngly. that if it be recognized as a 
>lockade is in certain cases, the np- 
iroprlate method intercepting 
the 


.rade of an enemy country, and If 
he blockade can only become effec- 
.ive by extending it to enemy com- 
nerce passing through neutral ports, 
such an extension is defensible 
and 


n accordance with principles whicn 
iav« met with general 
acceptance." 


The note then refers to the case of 


he British ship Springbok, seized by 
.'nlted States cruisers during 
the 


c-ivll war while hound for the British 
Vest Indies, because her cargo, it 
was charged, was to be transshipped 
o the Confederate states. 
The su- 


iretue court of the 
United 
States 


ustained the seizure against the con- 
lemnation of a group of prominent 
nternational lawyers, although the 
Jnited States and 
British 
govern- 


ments took the broader view and 
ecoguized the development of the 
>lder method of blockade. 
No pro- 


est was made by Great Britain. 


"What Is really important, in the 


general interest," says the note, "is 
hat adaptations of the old rules 
hould not be made unless they are 
onsistent with the general princlpfw 
ipon which an admitted belligerent 
ight is baaed. 
It is also 
essential 


hat all unnecessary injury to neu- 
rals should be avoided. With these 
onditions it may be safely affirmed 
hat the steps we are taking to in- 
ercept commodities on their way to 
nd from Germany fully comply. We 
,re Interfering with no goods with 
rhich we should not be entitled to 
nterfere by blockade if 
the 
geo- 


raphical position and the conditions 
f Germany at present were 
such 


hat her commerce passed through 
.er own ports. 
We are taking the 


.tmost possible care not to Interfere 
rith commerce genuinely destined 
or or proceeding from neutral coun- 
rles. Furthermore, we have ternper- 
d the severity with which our rneas- 
re might press upon neutrals by not 
pplying the rule which was invari- 
ble" in the old form of blockade. 
hat ships and goods on their way to 
r from the blockaded area are Ha- 
le to condemnation." 


The note then reviews at some 


ength the various forms In which 
lockades hare been maintained to 
how there has been no uniformity 
f practice in very essential points, 
nd declares: 


"The one principle which is funda- 


mental and has obtained universal 
ecognition la that by means of block- 
de a belligerent is entitled to cut 
ff by effective means the sea-borne 
ommerce of his enemy.'' 


Consequently, Sir Edward argues, 


, is impossible to maintain that the 
ight of a belligerent to intercept the 
ommerce of his enemy can be limit- 
d in the way suggested in the Am- 
rican notes on the subject. 


"There are many cases," he says. 


In which proofs that the goods were 
nemy property would afford strong 
vldence that "they were of enemy 
rigln or enemy destination, and it 
s only In such cases that we are de- 
aining them. Where proof of enemy 
wnership would afford no evidence 
f such origin or destination, we are 


not In practice 
of 
detaining 
the 


goods." 
Sir Edward's note closes with the 


bservation that "figures of recent 
nonths show that the increased op- 
ortunlties afforded by the war for 
American commerce have more than 
ompensated for the loss of the Ger- 
uan and Austrian markets. We shall 
ontinue to apply these 
measures 


vith every desire to occasion 
the 


ast possible amount of inconven- 
ence to persons engaged in legiti- 
mate commerce." 


In the supplemental note, which 


s a reply to the American caveat 
;iving notice that the United States 
ould not recognize the orders in 
ouncll in lieu of international law, 
iir Edward Grey writes he does "not 
inderstand to what divergence 
of 


lews as to the principles of law ap- 
licablp In cases before 
the ^prize 


ourt the government of the United 
itates refers, for I am not aware 
f any differences existing between 
he two countries as to the princi- 
iles of law applicable in cases be- 
ore euch courts." 


Sir Edward compares the 
rules 


overning British prize courts to the 
ules applied by American 
courts. 


eferring especially to the American 
ase of the Amy Warwick before the 
nited States supreme court, where 
t was held that "prize courts are 
ubject to the instructions of their 
wn sovereign. 
Tn the absence of 


uch instructions their 
jurisdiction 


ind rules of decision are to be as- 
•ertained by reference to the known 
powers of such tribunals 
and the 


irinciples by which they are govern- 
d under the public law and the 
iractice of nations. 
It would 
ap- 


>ear, therefore, that the principles 
ipplied by the prize courts of the 
wo countries are identical." 


The supplemental note then pro- 


•eeds with a long argument to dem- 
onstrate the practicability of a prize 
court being governed by internation- 
of law and at the same time by mu- 
nicipal law in the form of order? 
n council. 
It finally comes to the 


.•ase of the steamer Zamora, in the 
present war, in which the 
British 


lourt declared: 


"The nations of the world need 


not h» apprehensive that orders in 
council 
will 
emanate 
from 
the 


government of this country in such 
violation of the acknowledged laws 
of nations that it is conceivable that 
our prize tribunals, holding the law 
of nations in reverence, would feel 
called upon to disregard and refuse 
obedience to the provisions of such 
orders." 


Sir Edward then points out that 


the legality of the orders in council 
or of the measures 
taken 
under 


them have not yet boon brought to 
a decision in a prize court, but ho 
reminds the United States that "it 
is open to any United States citizen

The celebrated Matamoras cases of

To the American note in the case

ween American and British officials 
here and in London, and had framed 
ts reply before the notes actually 
were received. 
It is believed there 


will be little change in the answer 
already prepared when it goes to 
London. 


Admitting the unusual conditions 


which Great Britain contends 
are 


basis for exceptional 
action, 
the 


American reply will continue to con- 
test the legality of taking ships from 
the high eeas on voyages to neutral 
jorts.

scores registered.

Financing the great war is not so 


much of a 
mystery

it seems. 


Whenever an individual or a country 
has to have, or wants, some expen- 
sive undertaking or object, it usually 
finds the means to obtain it. 
The 


process is not always a wise one or 
based on sound economics, though 
carried out to its desired conclusion. 
An individual, fairly thrifty all 
his 


life, suddenly forms a passion for an 
automobile. 
This he cannot afford, 


except as he sacrifices part of 
his 


savings to possess it. 
Its running 


cost takes too much from an already 
small income. 
Its purchase 
price 


displaces some of a previous invest- 
ment. 
The first car Is usually fol- 


lowed by a more expensive one and 
by more displacement of investment, 
frequently a mortgage on property or 
on chattels.

1 What is the reason for heating the 
mixture before it goes to the cylinders 
for combustion? 


The only reason that we preheat fuel 


Is to thoroughly vaporize it. In other 
words, for a given volume ami u given 
mixture a great amount of heut units 
•will bo contained in the cooler charge 
provided that both are completely va- 
porized. The reason for this is that 
the heat expands the charge, thereby 
permitting a smaller number of units 
of discharge to be contained in a giv- 
«n volume. The fact that some of the 
lieat units which would ordinarily be 
lost are returned to actual use by prc- 
Jheatlug the charge is u factor in the 
situation and does reduce the differ- 
ence between the two conditions, but it 
Is doubtful if as many heat units would 
be given up in this manner us would 
be lost by having a preheated charge. 
The practical side of the question, how- 
ever. Is one "which must be looked upon. 
With the gasoline that we are now get- 
ting it is necessary to use heated air 
If the best results are to be attained; 
otherwise the fuel will not be vaporiz- 
ed, especially during cold weather. 


How many teeth are needed for a two 


to one and two and a half to one ratio? 


The gears should be such that there 


are twice as many teeth on the large 
gear as there are on the small gear, 
111 order to get a two to one ratio. For 
a two and one-half to one there should 
be two and one-half times ns many 
teeth on the large gear as there are on 
the small one. The ratio may be ob- 
tained with an infinite number of com- 
binations. 
The size of the gcarcase 


will determine the size of the pears, 
and then the shape and distance be- 
tween teeth must be found to get the 
number of teeth needed. 


Is there any possible way in which I 


can install a pressure feed oiling sys- 
tem on my car? It has a splash system 
at present. 


It might be possible to install this 


pressure feed, but It would not be ad- 
visable. 
In the flrst place, a great 


amount of special engineering work 
would be required and many new 
parts, such as a hollow crankshaft 
and the pump itself. This would en- 
tail a great outlay of money which 
would not he justifiable, because, aft- 
er the system had been worked out 
and installed on the motor, the under- 
taking would, in every sense of the 
word, be nn experiment. 
Any trou- 


bles you may have been having with 
your oiling are probably not due to the 
original design, but to some local de- 
fect which has come up and which can 
probably be readily cured in a much 
more simple way than by altering the 
entire system. 


Should the clutch be thrown out on 


rough roads? 


The clutch should be thrown out 


and the brake applied slightly when 
deep ruts are encountered, and many 
drivers make riding easier by period- 
ically throwing the clutch on rough 
roads. If the motor will pull slowly 
there is no reason, however, for throw- 
Ing out the clutch. 


What valve timing should one use on 


a two cylinder opposed motor with a 
bore of four and a quarter and a stroke 
of four and a half? 


Since the valve timing which will 


give Ideal results for any given motor 
Is a variable quantity and depends 
largely upon such details as manifold 
design, the only thing which can be 
clone is to give an approximate timing, 
from whica you can vary in one direc- 
tion or the other until you attain the 
best results. If the cams are already 
made and in the motor you can only 
place them so that the valve openings 
will correspond with those given and 
allow the closing to take care of itself. 
A fairly average timing which should 
give good results is as follows: Intake 
valve opens ten degrees after tipper 
dead center and closes thirty-five de- 
grees past lower dead center. Exhaust 
valve opens forty degrees before lower 
center nnd closes five degrees past up- 
per center. 


Does it harm a high tension magneto 


—that is, where a car is run by one 
alone—to shut off the spark going down 
hill and brake with your gears? Is this 
the best thing to do on a steep hill? 
And could this harm the cylinders? 


It does not harm a high tension mag- 


neto to do this, as no mechanical strain 
is put upon it, and naturally it docs 
not generate current when switched 
off. 
The practice of using the motor 


as a brake will not harm, the cylinders, 
but It Is said to put considerable wear 
on the gertts, due to the reversed ac- 
tion of the reduction—that is. if the car 
should bo geared four to one when the 
motor is acting as a brake the reduc- 
tion acts In an opposite direction and 
becomes ouc to four. 


How can I stop rattling of scissors 


(type shock absorbers without tighten- 
ing up the bolts until the car rides 
hard? 


To stop rattling of scissors typo 


•bock absorbers without taking up on 
the bolts until the cnr is hard riding, 
insert two thin rubber disks cut from 
an old tube, on each side of each wood- 
en washer ns' furnished. 


What are the methods used in finding 


the tie rod bolt center position in re- 
lation to king bolt center on a front 
axle for both tie rod in front and tie 
rod in rear of the axle? Are the wheel 
base and tread of a car of importance 
in finding these positions? 


The steering arms arc aligned so that 


their center lines intersect at the cen- 
tral point of the rear axle. This align- 
ment Is independent to some extent of 
the wheel alignment, ns both wheels 
may be correctly cambered and gath- 
ered, with one of the steering arms at 
a faulty angle. 
In moving straight 


ahead this would have no effect, but 
in turning the wheels do not run on 
a true circle, so that both wheels are 
subjected to a tire grinding. The same 
effect results from the tie being too 
short or too long. 


To determine whether or not the 


steering connections are properly made 
it is necessary to know that the- an- 
gle of the steering arms and the axle 
spindles is right, and that the tie rod 
is of the right length. Both of these 
depend upon the distance apart of the 
steering king bolts and on the wheel 
base of the car. 


Measuring the angles of the steering 


car, as made with the axle, the correct 
angle that the steering arms on the 
car should make with the car is found. 
Frequently in lining up the wheels of 
a car the steering connections arc- 
thrown out by lengthening or shorten- 
ing the tie rod to get the proper gather. 
This should never be done, as improper 
gather is usually the result of bent 
wheel spindles. The tire wear result- 
ant from bad wheel setting is obviated 
at the expense of a serious wear on 
account of faulty steering. 


How can I prevent the body of my 


car from squeaking, the body being all 
steel 
except 
the 
dashboard? 
The 


squeaking appears to be all in the 
dashboard. 


Body squeaks can be eliminated by 


lubricating the rubbing parts that 


, cause this noise or by stopping their 


I relative movement. As a rule, though, 


i it is extremely difficult to locate the 
exact point at which the noise occurs. 
Get some one to listen for the squeaks 
while you drive the car slowly over a 
rough road. Having found where the 


j trouble is, a little lubricating oil or 
I grease will stop the noise, or If it Is 


j due to the looseness of adjacent parts 
the squeaks can be stopped by tighten- 
ing up these parts. 


Can you suggest something which 


will clean out the radiator of my car, 
which has become clogged? Have tried 
soda without effect. 


The proper solution to use in clean- 


ing out a clogged radiator depends 
upon what particular impurity has 
clogged it up. Usually this happens 
through a deposit of solid material 
from the cooling water which forms 
on the interior of the entire cooling 
system. 
Soda quite frequently will 


dissolve thK but some deposits do not 
respond to this treatment. 
The situa- 


tion is the same as that of steam boil- 
ers, and some of the boiler compounds 
probably will be valuable. It is -sug- 
gested that you send a sample of the 
water employed to a water compound 
manufacturer, who can then, upon 
analysis of the water, determine the 
proper cleaning compound to supply. 


There are a number of radiator 


cleaners manufactured especially for 
motor cars, and they may be beneficial. 


Is the clutch of the disk type if the 


car is managed by the clutch coming 
against a round flat piece of metal? 


Ko. The Olsk clutch consists of a se- 


ries of metal plates, face to face, alter- 
ute ones being connected to the engine 
and the others to the transmission. 
When these are pressed together by a 
spring they all turn together. 
The 


device you refer to is the clutch brake 
to keep the clntch from spinning. 


My motor overheats. It. steams when 


driven eight or ten miles. Would too 
much oi! causes this, as it smokes at the 
exhaust? 


The use of too much oil for any 


length of time will cause carbon to de- 
posit on the piston and cylinder head 
and thus cause the motor to heat. If 
misfiring is evident and loss of power, 
then treat the motor as one badly car- 
bonized. 
However, the healing may 


be due to other things besides carbon. 
The motor should not be operated with 
the spark retarded too far, and the 
brakes should not drag. 
The water 


system must, of course, be free from 
obstructions. If the pistons are poorly 
fitted or the rings worn excessively 
the oil will work up into the combus- 
tion chamber, deposit carbon and cause 
heating. Try to do ns little interme- 
diate and low gear work as possible. 


I have always considered that speed 


was an indication of power, but my 
car's performance on hills does not 
bear me out in this. Why is it? 


Regarding the relation of speed nnd 


horsepower, there Is no definite Inter- 
relationship between the two and no 
rule which states that the maximum 
horsepower is being exerted at maxi- 
mum speed. In fact the contrary Is 
the case. The motor may continue to 
revolve at n greater speed after the 
power curve Ims reached Its peak.

Columbus, Aug. 4 -Sickness in- 


surance for all industrial workers is 
advocated by 
the 
latest 
monthly 


bulletin of the Ohio Slate Board of 
Health. 
Such insurance, to be under 


the supervision of the state, would 
be a logical 
sequel to 
workmen's 


compensation insurum e which 
the 


state now conducts lor the benefit 
of victims of 
induMnul 
accidents. 


The success of state compensation in 
case of accidents in Ohio and other 
states, the bulletin *t\s, is at least 
partial proof that "tho second phase 
of insurance by the «tate" could be 
well and successful!;, developed. The 
plan for sickness insniunce, however, 
would be somewhat differently car- 
ried out as compared with the com- 
pensation scheme, according to the 
state health board's \iew. For where- 
as in compensation for accidents, the 
employer bears the brunt of nearly 
all the burden, in tin- sickness in- 
surance plan, 
the 
u>bt would 
be 


borne by the state, thr> empoyer, and 
the employee. 
The ultimate result 


would be to reduce sickness itself 
and therefore 
miniinj/e the entire 


burden, the 
bulletin 
opines. 
It 


says: 


"An immediate el'kvl is to promote 


at once all measures which tend to 
keep down the causes for which in- 
surance has to be spent 
We see the 


first fruits of the b\stem in 'safety 
first' propaganda 
-which 
we 
have 


with us today. In like manner we 
would see an immediate, sudden ex- 
pansion of all measures tending to
